An unpleasant duty lies before us 
but we'shall perform it in the inter- 
ests of the people and of the Repub- 
lican party.

One of the flimsiest of modern book- 
makers, Mr. Hepworth Dixon, went 


ago, and brought baek with him a mass 


of tittle-tuttle and rubbish, which he 
had picked up in the streets, with the 
hope of proving that the principle of 
“Spiritual Wives’ was the foundation 
of American-society.

Notorious 
liasions are carried on in the faee of the 
public; and it would be thought a very 
great breach of courtesy on the part of 
anybody to ask Lady A. or Mrs. B. to 
a country house or garden party with- 
out the gentleman who oceupies the 
recognized position of lover. No 
doubt there were always cases of this 
kind—any man* who has known life 
can mention dozens ofthem. But the 
system was never quite so openly car- 
ried out as it is now—never, thatis, in 
ourdays. There is no secresy or mys- 
tery about it. Under such circumstan- 
ces it is not surprising that the vices 
of the age—for we suppose they may 
still be called vices—should have had 
some effect upon its literature, and 
produced a crowd of journals like those 
which Dickens denounced as abomni- 
able because they were ‘‘American,” 
but of which we have much worse types 
in England than any papers that find 
their way into decent American house- 
holds. 


‘The Storms in the West Indies. 

New York, Sept. 23.—The recent 
storms in the West Indies, according 
to letters received, did immense 


damage. At Port Au Prince the Gov- 
erment works were entirely destroyed. 
At Jacmel, the high sea broke up and 
destroyed all the small vessels at an- 
chor and warehouses on shore, while 
goods on the wharves were washed 
away, including 5,000,000 pounds of 
logwood belonging to various owners. 
On the other side of town the rise in 
the river swept away several houses. 

The hurricane also destroyed the 
entire coffee and cocva crops. Five 
vessels ridirg at anchor were driven 
ashore. At Aux Cayes in less than 
three hours 434 houses were destroyed, 
also a powder magazine, court house 
and public buildings. A large num- 
ber of persons were killed and wound- 
ed. At Aquin 186 houses were swept 
away and in Cavaillon only four houses 
remain. Many lives are reported lost. 
The sea rushed over-the town of St. 
Luis and swept nearly everything away, 
buryipg men, women and children in 
itscourse. LaGrande Anse was nearly 


only 20 houses remain, and several 
vessels were driven ashore. At Covail 
forty houses have been demolished. 
In the country district the burricane 
dgstroyed nearly every plantation. 
At Trinidad, ships, steamers, lighters 
and other craft were swept ashore.

St. Lovis, September 22.—An ex- 
tensive bond robbery was committed 
by unknown persons at Kansas City 
on Friday afternoon, whieh, for reas- 
ons best known to the police, was 


kept quiet untill late last night. It 
appears that a well-dressed man drove 
to the office of the Jackson county 
horse railroad about four o'clock on 
Friday, called John Burke, the eashier 
of the company, out to the sidewalk 
and ad a five minutes conversation 
with him regarding the bad conduct 
of a conductor on the company’s car. 
Shortly after the cashier returned te 
the office he discovered that his safe 
had been robbed of one thousand dol- 
lars in money and twenty-one thous- 
and dollars in county bonds and ma- 
tured coupons; also, a little insurance 
policy belonging to Thomas Carrigan. 
for twenty-five thousand dollars, and 
other valuable papers. Subsequently 
the box which contained the bonds, 
etc., was found near the express com- 
pany’s stables, still having in it the 
insurance policy and the papers, but 
the bonds and the coupons were gone. 
The bonds consisted of ten thousand 
dollars of Lafayette county, maturing 
January 1, 1869, with coupons. at- 
tached since January, 1874.

How the Wholesale Firm Manufactured 
their Liquors. 


W. J. Jones, the scoundrel who was 
tarred and feathered last week, seems 
to have been doing a very profitable 
wholesale liquor business here under 
his sign of Hedge & Co. After his 
enforced flight the creditors seized 
upon his stock and upon an examina- 
tion of the same the remains of two 
barrels of spirits were found, from 
which as the sales entered on the books 
show, about fifteen’ barrels of 
‘‘whiskey” had been made. This will be 
interesting information for the United 
States Marshal, for whose protection 


J ones is so loudly calling. The rasca 
has the reputation of being one of the

: and is more productive of whisky, 
isuch as it is, than a first-class distil- 
lery. While he was the partner of 
Kirkpatrick in San Francisco he played 
a characteristic trick, wishing to get 
te whole business in his hands.

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A MENDOCINO MURDER. 


<apture and Attempted Lynching of 
the Perpetrators. 


[S. F. Chronicle.] 

A correspondent of the Chronicle, 
writing from Covelo, Mendocina Co., 
under date of September 15th, gives, 
the details of a series of tragic occur- 
rences which have taken place in that 
vicinity recently. On the 11th of 
July last A. J. Schrum, an old citizen 
ofCovelo, was shot and killed whileat- 
tending his evening duties about the 
farm. The aggravating wantonness of 


the ctime caused an intense indigna- 
tion inthe town. Any clue of the 
the murderer were eagerly sought for. 
One Jesse Anthony was unfortunate 
enough to have the finger of suspicion 
pointed toward him and was accord- 
ingly taken into custody. Proof 
against him being very meager, 
however, he was soon after re- 
leased. In the meantime H.S. Dove- 
bill, a constable, commenced to work 
up the case, and succeeded in obtain- 
ing proof that he deemed conclusive 
of the guilt of S. T. and .L. Davis, 


brothers, whom He svon after, in com- | 


pany with Thomas Potts, a fellow-con- 
stable, arrested. News of the intended 
arrest having been noised abroad, a 
party of citizens, well armed, deter- 
mined to intercept and lynch the pris 
oners on the road to jail. The officers 
cleverly managed to evade them, how- 
ever, and succeeded ia lodging their 
men in jail at Covelo. At nightfall a 
large mob had collected, and, proceed- 
ing to the jail, demanded the prison- 
ers. Upon being refused they per- 
sisted in their demonstrations, finally 
causing Constable Potts, acting in 
self-defense, to fire upon the crowd, 
wounding and almost instantly killing 
a Frenchman named Frank Skeziques, 
an old citizen.

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THE HORSE IN MOTION. 


Revelations Made by Electric Photog- 
| raphy. 


Mr. Muybridge says the positions 
assumed by ahorse in rapid moticn 
are not graceful--that electric photog- 
raphy proves this; and, asthe camera 
cannot lie he is probably correct. 
It is the complete movement that 
gives the grace, not any single posi- 
tion.’ The ‘‘poetry of motion” does 
not apply to that which has no mo- 


tion, and these pictures positively 
have none. They represent action ar- 
rested, if such a term may be used. 


_ We might as well say that music has 


no harmony because a section of 
sound, struck out from its fellows, 
in one-hundredth part of the time it 
takes for the blast of a trumpet, is not 
music. It is, however, interesting and 
instructive to learn the truth about 
anything; and especialiy so with re- 
gard to the actual position of the 
horse in movement. Mr. Muybridge 
has made a valuable contribution to 
science by his patient experiments, 
and many valuable facts can be 
learned by trainers of horses from a 
careful study of thesesingular pictures. 
They will learn, for instance, not to 
closely shave the fetlock of the hird 
feet. as most of them do, but leave 
the hair as a protection to the pastern 
joint, which lies flat on the ground 
just previous to the spring forward at, 
each stride. They will learn to give 
the horse free movement; the animal 
knows what he wants to dv with his 
head and feet a great deal better than 
most drivers. 
guide; it shoul! be the horseman’s 
also. Introtting a horse is clear of 
the ground more than one half of the 
time, while in running he is less than 
one-fourth of the time entirely free 
from his footing—the actual measure- 
ment being, in the case of Occident 
in a stride of eighteen feet, nine 
inches, one foot only touches the 
ground for a space of nine inches, an 
almost inappreciable length of time; 
two feet are on the ground during 
eight fect of the stride, and all feet 
are in the air during ten feet of the 
space. Inrunning the horse is_ en- 
tirely clear of the ground only five 
feet in a space of twenty-one feet six 
inches,
